with her noble employer who has an 
unsympathetic wife. After varying de- 
grees of suffering, providence inter- 
venes and removes the unsympathetic 
wife by means of a motor accident or 
a convenient pneumonia germ. After 
a decent interval the beautiful secre- 
tary marries her noble employer and 
lives happily ever after. Popular also 
is the patient Griselda theme in which 
a siren lures John away from his de- 
voted Mary. The siren keeps John 
dangling until a millionaire hoves in 
sight. Her affections are transferred 
easly and the penitent John returns 
to the patient Mary who never so 
much reproaches him by word or 
glance. 

“To write a novel of character,” Miss 
McKee continued, “craftsmanship alone 
will not help you. You must have im- 
agination and the ability to understand 
the feelings of other people. A truly 
creative writer must have a kind of 
Spiritual rebirth.” 

To illustrate what she meant by 
“spiritual rebirth,” Miss McKee read 
from Edna St. Vincent Millay’s poem 
“Renascence.” 

In conclusion, Miss McKee gave dif- 
ferent examples of the novelist’s art in 
establishing character — Hemingway 
uses Only conversation to define char- 
acter, the English novelist Virginia 
Woolf identifies character by what is 
happening in the stream of conscious- 
ness, Galsworthy used all devices, 
speech, action, thought. Some writers 
can recreate a person who once lived 
and make them more alive than any 
biography. Helen Waddel has done 
this with the ill-starred lovers Abelard 
and Heloise in “Peter Abelard.’ We 
might add a postcript and say that 
this method is not always successful. 
E. Barrington, for example, has pro- 
duced some shoddy books in her so- 
called biographical fiction. 

Miss McKee gave her listeners some- 
thing to think about. To learn to 
classify novels and to be able to asso- 
ciate the states of mind which char- 
acters portray gives us a better grasp 
and understanding. It tends to make 
our reading more a part of us.
